I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a process of manufacture, classified in class 423, 
subclass 290. 

II. Claims 13-16, drawn to a BN powder, classified in class 501, subclass 96.4. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each fi*om the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product may be made by reacting elemental boron and nitrogen. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Georgia Evans on April 30, 2002 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 13-16. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1- 
12 are withdrawn fi*om further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the TJoited 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not idenfically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
maimer in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, b or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as obvious over Shaffer et al (5,898,009 and 6,048,51 1), 
Corrigan et al (5,985,228) and Kawasaki et al (5,854,155), each taken alone. 

The references all teach boron nitride powders including agglomerates. 

It is well settled that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially the same as a 
composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the applicant to prove by way 
of tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not necessarily possess characteristics 
attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re Spada . 911 F.2d 705, 15 USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. 
Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald . 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980); In re Swinehart . 439 
F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 1971).
